On June 13, 2016, Kentucky Utilities Company ("KU") filed with the Commission 

a petition requesting approval to deviate from ordering paragraph 2 of the Commission's 

Order dated May 2, 2016, ("May 2, 2016 Order") relating to a newspaper publication of 

a hearing notice. In the May 2, 2016 Order, the Commission scheduled a hearing in this 

proceeding and required KU to give notice of the hearing in accordance with 807 KAR 

5:001 , Section 9(2)(b). KU states that on May 10, 2016, it delivered to the Kentucky 

Press Service, Inc., a notice of the hearing for publication in newspapers in KU's service 

area with instructions that the notice be published at least one time no earlier than 

Tuesday, May 24, 2016, and no later than Tuesday, June 7, 2016. Of the more than 90 

newspapers that published the notice, al l but one of the newspapers published the 

notice as required by Commission regulations. The Cumberland Tri-City News failed to 

publish KU's notice prior to June 7, 2016, but did publish KU's notice on June 8, 2016, 

one day past the deadline required by 807 KAR 5:001 , Section 9(2)(b)(2). However, KU 

also published the hearing notice in the Harlan Daily Enterprise, another newspaper of 

general circulation Harlan County, Kentucky. 



Having reviewed the petition and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that KU substantially complied with the publication of notice 

requirements, and that KU has shown good cause to deviate from the requirements set 

forth in 807 KAR 5:001 , Section 9(2)(b)(2). 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that KU's petition to deviate from the notice 

requirements of 807 KAR 5:001 , Section 9(2)(b)(2) , is granted.
